WHAT’S THE DIFFERENCE between something 
and nothing? A f°w days ago we might have been 
able to tell you, but since a local bank official 
talked to us, we aren’t sure.

Would you be better 
off if somebody gave you $40,000 cash? Of 
course you would, but what would you do with 
the money. The chances are you would want to 
invest it in something safe like government 
bonds. They would pay you 4% interest or some 
$1,600 a year. You would have to pay tax on 
about $200 of this which would take off $30, 
but with nothing at all you could get a total of 
$150 a month, $1,800 a year for yourself and 
wife from Old Age Assistance, and there would 
be no tax to pay on this income.

As you gaze glumly at the falling snow and 
brood about galoshes, snow shovels, and aching 
backs, rem em ber that it could be worse. 
Much worse. For instance, back in 1921, 
76 inches of snow fell at Silver Lake, Colo., 
in just 24 hours. And at Tahoe, Calif., 108 
inches of snow came down between January 
12 and 15, 1952. 
The record snowfall for a calendar month 
occurred at Tamarack, Calif., which got 390 
inches during Januarv, 
1911. In the same 
year a record depth of snow accumulated at 
Tamarack, where 454 inches covered the ground. 
The all-time U.S. record for snowfall in one 
season was set from July 1955, to June, 1956, 
when 1,000.3 inches of snow fell at the 5,500- 
foot level of Mount Rainier, Wash.' Be glad you 
don’t live there. 
All these figures are records, and therefore 
unusual. But individual snowfalls of 30 inches 
are not unusual at all. In the hills southeast 
of Lake Erie and Lake Ontairo, the average 
winter snowfall is more than 150 inches. Erie, 
Pa., on the southeast shore of Lake Erie, was 
buried by a 27-inch snowfall on Thanksgiving 
Day, ’956. Be glad you don’t live there, either. 
But no m atter where you live, there are few 
spots in the United States which never get snow. 
For instance, snow fell as far south as Lake­ 
land, Fla., near St. Petersburg, in January, 
1958. 
So, like it or not, snow is going to be with 
us for awhile, and in quantity. People who 
like snow include small children, skiers, and the 
people who make galoshes and snow shovels.

It takes a brave man to challenge a PTA 
chairman in a fight.

New Jersey 
closely follows national standards for approved 
forms of signs and the orange school signs 
aren’t “ uniform” even though many highway 
and police officials think that the signs are 
beneficial to safety. 
So, the state has flatly told the Edison PTA 
lady——and others in the town--to take down 
their signs. The PTA says, in effect, “ The 
heck we will.” The PTA people, the mayor 
and the chief feel that orange signs make driv­ 
ers slow down in school zones, because the 
signs are highly visible and the motorists really 
notice them. 
If cars drive slower in school zones, the 
Edison people say, then children are safer. 
And, “ The heck with the highway people— 
we’re going to keep our signs, whether they 
like it or not.” 
This is an informal—but accurate—rundown 
of the great Edison controversy. So far, both 
side6 are standing firm. The Edison people are 
telling the state highway people to change the 
laws so that the orange signs are uniform and 
can be used in any town that wants them. 
The state motor vehicle department people 


are insisting that signs have to be uniform on 
all the state’s roads. All the state wants is 
uniform, legal signs that look alike and meai. 
the same thing—in color and shape—in all 
parts of the state. 
As of the time when this was written, it was 
a standoff in New Jersey--a grim-lipped PTA 
trying to stare down a determined--but hus­ 
bandly-type--man from the motor vehicle de­ 
partment.

THE RIGHT TO WORK 
Compulsion is not the best way to achieve 
true strength. That is why I have long felt that 
labor unions would not be hurt, but in the end 
would benefit, if the right-to-work laws remain 
legal. 
Naturally, union leaders do not see it this 
way. They have mobilized what is perhaps the 
most powerful army they have ever led to battle 
in the United States Congress. They have made 
the fight to repeal section 14(b) of the Taft- 
Hartley Act the most spectacular test of strength 
in recent labor history. 
That section permits states to prohibit labor 
contracts which make union membership com­ 
pulsory in holding a job. That is why they are 
called the right-to-work laws. Nineteen states 
have such laws now. The number remains 
fairly static. 
From labor’s viewpoint, these laws interfere 
with free collective bargaining. They inhibit the 
unions from getting the kind of contract with 
an employer which their bargaining power 
perm its. 
FREE RIDE OPPOSED 
Moreover, the unions point out that such laws 
permit nonunion members to get a free ride. 
If there is not compulsory membership, a non­ 
member working in a plant can enjoy without 
paying dues the benefits which the union ha 
struggled to obtain from management. 
There is some force in the free-ride argument. 
Various ways have been proposed by which 
nonmenbers could pay for the benefits the 
too, have received. But this is far from satisfy­ 
ing the union. Dues are important, but compul­ 
sion embodied in the union shop gives labor 
unions power going far beyond the treasury. 
Yet, in the long pull, compulsion is not as 
powerful as voluntary choice. Something like 
a union shop may be an essential tool in the 
organizing stages of unions and bargaining 
But the time ought to come when free choice 
can successfully replace it. 
WHICH IS STRONGEST? 
This argument, I know, has an idealistic ring 
about it which evokes the scorn of the union 
leader. Yet which organizations in our society 
are really the strongest: the compulsive or the 
voluntary? 
What if trade associations required compulsory 
membership? They would soon run afoul of the 
laws against monopoly and restraint of trade. 
What if chambers of commerce required busi­ 
nessmen to join? What if professional associa­ 
tions were compulsory? Some of them virtuall} 
are, as a means of obtaining a professional 
license to practice, but it is a source of weak­ 
ness. 
Voluntaryism is a good way to prevent the 
abuse of power. If the time comes that trade 
unions are so popular, so appreciated, so es­ 
sential to workingmen that they can drop com­ 
pulsion, they will have turned a corner in 
maturity and social validity. 
There is no question of the gains and protec­ 
tions that unions have brought to workers. 
Collective bargaining is an essential feature of 
the economic system. The unions are certainly 
entitled to fair return and support for the bene­ 
fits they bring: hence the free riders should be 
required to pay for what they get. 
DIRKSEN FILIBUSTER 
Another aspect of the right-to-work laws is 
inequitable. Insofar as they maintain a com­ 
petitive differential between states with them 
and without them they work an injustice. But 
this situation is becoming less and less im­ 
portant. Labor is far from weak in many of 
the states with right-to-work laws. And some 
of these states are in areas which need help 
of one kind or another to provide employment. 
January is a very hard time to start and win 
a filibuster. Yet Sen. Everett McKinley Dirksen 
(R) of Illinois is given more than an even 
chance of winning his battle. His prospects 
are a measure of the division within the Demo­ 
cratic Party, and the cleavage between industrial 
and agrarian states. 
Labor’s prime argument in the battle starting 
this week is that to prevent a measure from 
coming to a vote is undemocratic. So it is. 
The filibuster is one of the checks which 
have grown up against the tyranny of the ma­ 
jority. The means of overriding it has been estab­ 
lished; a two-thirds majority.

Obsolescence and depreciation 
of equipment accounted for $7.6 
billion. Taxes took $14.9 bil­ 
lion. 
This left $10.8 billion as profit. 
But not all of that was paid to 
the owners in dividends. They 
received $6 billion. The re 
maining 
$4.8 
billion 
was 
ploughed back into the busi­ 
ness. 
To sum up, the owner’s share 
of business’ financial cake is a 
modest one--less than half of 
the government’s take in taxes.

WASHINGTON -- The intent of 
the Foreign Agents Registra­ 
tion Act is to give full pub­ 
licity to anyone representing a 
foreign government and what 
they do. There is nothing illegal 
about acting as a foreign agent 
as long as the American people 
are informed of the fact. 
Sen. Tom Dodd, D-Conn., knew 
this because he once registered 
as an agent for the govern­ 
ment of Guatemala between his 
service in the House of Rep­ 
resentatives and the U.S. Sen­ 
ate. He knows therefore that 
when he gives speeches in the 
Senate ghost-written for him 
by Maj. Gen. Julius Klein, a 
$150,000 agent for West German 
interests, the public is entitled 
to know it. 
The public is also entitled to 
know of Sen. Dodd’s other op­ 
erations. 
No ordinary senator, Dodd was 
chosen 
to nominate 
Lyndon 
Johnson for president against 
Kennedy in 1960. Four years 
later, as the competition for 
vice president narrowed down, 
Hubert Humphrey and Tom Dodd 
both flew to the Atlantic City 
convention for the final selec­ 
tion as LBJ’s running mate. 
The silver-haired Dodd is also 
the image of what a senator 
>ught to look like. His classic 
countenance resembles a bust 
of Caesar suddenly come alive. 
Gen. Klein couldn't have picked 
a more impressive errand boy, 
and he called on him repeated­ 
ly. Last year, for example, he 
asked Dodd to stir up trouble 
at the Justice Department for 
a competitor. 
KLEIN-DODD PLOT 
“ I am enclosing,” Klein wrote 
to Dodd, Feb. 
12, 1965, “ a 
photostatic copy of the regis­ 
tration statement filed by a 
disgruntled competitor, Edwin 
Hartrich of Duesseldorf, Ger­ 
many. 
'•iv u will recall you told me 
that vou would write to the 
.r _*wwent of Justice to find 
out why Hartrich didn’t regis­ 
ter in March of 1962. 
“ Hartrich did not register un­ 
til December, 1963, when he 
was forced to do so almost 


two years after his alleged a s­ 
signment for Dr. Erich Mende 
(then German vice chancellor). 
Mr. Hartrich is one of those 
who was most active. . . . in 
campaigning against my busi­ 
ness here in Germany. 
“ I wonder if you have now w rit­ 
ten to the Department of Justice 
inquiring why Hartrich was per­ 
mitted to act as a foreign agent 
without registering until finally 
forced to do so in December, 
and whether any disciplinary 
action has been taken against 
him. 
“ I think this move would do 
a lot to clear up the matter, 
and you were good enough to 
tell me that you would do it.” 
DODD TOUTS KLEIN 
In 
1961 and again in 1964, 
Dodd touted Klein for mem­ 
bership on the American Battle 
Monuments Commission. But 
each time the honor went to 
another. 
Having missed the o^ aj* iu..h> 
to serve his country in the m at­ 
ter of battle monuments, Klein 
sought an appointment in 1962 
to the U.S. Advisorv Commis­ 
sion on Information. 
“ I am sure you will want to 
add 
your 
endorsement,” he 
wrote to Dodd on July 14. ‘ But 
what 
is 
more 
impuiuuu, 
couldn’t you take this up per­ 
sonally with President Kennedy 
and with Lyndon Johnson so that 
we do not lose this opportunity 
by default, as hapi>ened last 
tim e?” 
When this appointment, too, 
passed him by, he wrote bit­ 
terly to Dodd: “ You know, Tom, 
friendship is a two-way street. 
I don’t blame you for what hap­ 
pened, but what I am more dis­ 
appointed in is that I didn’t 
hear from you at all, either 
way.” 
Dodd replied tesiuy;

Even more important uiauudi- 
tle monuments to Julius Klein 
was his military standing. He 
insisted upon being addressed 
as “ General,” his rank in the 
Illinois National Guard, and he 
is proud of his World War n 
record as commander of the 
23rd 
Quarterm aster 
Truck 
Regiment. 
But there was a blot, it de­ 
veloped, on his military career. 
As a young man, he had fibbed 
about his age. His Army file 
gave his birth date as Sept. 
5, 1895 -- six years earlier 
than the true date. 
This small untruth was al­ 
lowed to stand until the Army 
sought to retire him from the 
reserves for being over age. 
Klein hastily requested that the 
record be corrected to show 
his birth date as Sept. 5, 1901. 
He was shattered when the 
Army made the correction but 
accompanied it with a letter of 
reprimand. Dutifully, Dodd in­ 
tervened for him at the Penta­ 
gon, and the tarnish was re ­ 
moved from Klein’s brass hat. 


DODD’S SECRET LETTER 
Far more sliattering, however, 
was the Senate investigation in 
1963-64 of Klein’s activities 
as a foriegn agent. When his 
industrial clients began can­ 
celing their contracts, Klein 
not only rushed over to West 
Germany but sent for Dodd to 
come help him im press the 
clients. 
Dodd readily agreed, but he 
had one misgiving. 
“ I have been thinking about 
this,” he wrote to Klein in 
Germany on February 14,1964, 
“ and I believe that I might be 
more successful with the people 
in Germany if I talk to them 
alone. I don’t think it is at all 
necessary for you to accompany 
me, and there is a chance that 
it might be misunderstood. 
“ You know how anxious la m 
to help you, and it is for this 
reason that I want to present 
your case in the best possible 
light.” 
Later Dodd made a remarkable 
mission to Germany on behalf 
of a registered foreign agent.

As you gaze glumly at the falling snow and 
brood about galoshes, snow shovels, and aching 
backs, remember that it could be worse. 
Much worse. For instance, back in 1921, 
76 inches of snow fell at Silver Lake, Colo., 
in just 24 hours. And at Tahoe, Calif., 108 
inches of snow came down between January 
12 and 15, 1952. 
The record snowfall for a calendar month 
occurred at Tamarack, Calif., which got 390 
inches during January, 1911. In the same 
year a record depth of snow accumulated at 
Tamarack, where 454 inches covered the ground. 
The all-time U.S. record for snowfall in one 
season was set from July 1955, to June, 1956, 
when 1,000.3 inches of snow fell at the 5,500- 
foot level of Mount Rainier, Wash: Be glad you 
don’t live there. 
All these figures are records, and therefore 
unusual. But individual snowfalls of 30 inches 
are not unusual at all. In the hills southeast 
of Lake Erie and Lake Ontairo, the average 
winter snowfall is more than 150 inches. Erie, 
Pa., on the southeast shore of Lake Erie, was 
buried by a 27-inch snowfall on Thanksgiving 
Day, 1956. Be glad you don’t live there, either. 
But no matter where you live, there are few 
spots in the United States which never get snow. 
For instance, snow fell as far south as Lake­ 
land, Fla., near St. Petersburg, in January, 
1958. 
So, like it or not, snow is going to be with 
us for awhile, and in quantity. People who 
like snow include small children, skiers, and the 
people who make galoshes and snow shovels.

The PTA people, the mayor 
and the chief feel that orange signs make driv­ 
ers slow down in school zones, because the 
signs are highly visible and the motorists really 
notice them. 
If cars drive slower in school zones, the 
Edison people say, then children are safer. 
And, “ The heck with the highway people— 
we’re going to keep our signs, whether they 
like it or not.” 
This is an informal—but accurate—rundown 
of the great Edison controversy. So far, both 
sides are standing firm. 'I he Edison people are 
telling the state highway people to change the 
laws so that the orange signs are uniform and 
can be used in any town that wants them. 
The state motor vehicle department people 


are insisting that signs have to be uniform on 
all the state’s roads. All the state wants is 
uniform, legal signs that look alike and meal. 
the same thing—in color and shape—in all 
parts of the state. 
As of the time when this was written, it was 
a standoff in New Jersey—a grim-lipped PTA 
trying to stare down a determined—but hus­ 
bandly-type—man from the motor vehicle de­ 
partment. We’re not betting on who wins, cause 
maybe this’ll be the time when the worm 
(or husband) turns. Maybe not.

THE RIGHT TO WORK 
Compulsion is not the best way to achieve 
true strength. That is why I have long felt that 
labor unions would not be hurt, but in the end 
would benefit, if the right-to-work laws remain 
legal. 
Naturally, union leaders do not see it this 
way. They have mobilized what is perhaps the 
most powerful army they have ever led to battle 
in the United States Congress. They have made 
the fight to repeal section 14(b) of the Taft- 
Hartley Act the most spectacular test of strength 
in recent labor history. 
That section permits states to prohibit labor 
contracts which make union membership com­ 
pulsory in holding a job. That is why they are 
called the right-to-work laws. Nineteen states 
have such laws now. The number remains 
fairly static. 
From labor’s viewpoint, these laws interfere 
with free collective bargaining. They inhibit the 
unions from getting the kind of contract with 
an employer which their bargaining power 
permits. 
FREE RIDE OPPOSED 
Moreover, the unions point out that such laws 
permit nonunion members to get a free ride. 
If there is not compulsory membership, a non­ 
member working in a plant can enjoy without 
paying dues the benefits which the union ha 
struggled to obtain from management. 
There is some force in the free-ride argument. 
Various ways have been proposed by which 
nonmenbers could pay for the benefits the, 
too, have received. But this is far from satisfy­ 
ing the union. Dues are important, but compul­ 
sion embodied in the union shop gives labor 
unions power going far beyond the treasury. 
Yet, in the long pull, compulsion is not as 
powerful as voluntary choice. Something like 
a union shop may be an essential tool in the 
organizing stages of unions and bargaining 
But the time ought to come when free choice 
can successfully replace it. 
WHICH IS STRONGEST? 
This argument, I know, has an idealistic ring 
about it which evokes the scorn of the union 
leader. Yet which organizations in our society 
are really the strongest: the compulsive or the 
voluntary? 
What if trade associations required compulsory 
membership? They would soon run afoul of the 
laws against monopoly and restraint of trade. 
What if chambers of commerce required busi­ 
nessmen to join? What if professional associa­ 
tions were compulsory? Some of them virtuallj 
are, as a means of obtaining a professional 
license to practice, but it is a source of weak­ 
ness. 
Voluntaryism is a good way to prevent the 
abuse of power. If the time comes that trade 
unions are so popular, so appreciated, so es­ 
sential to workingmen that they can drop com­ 
pulsion, they will have turned a corner in 
maturity and social validity. 
There is no question of the gains and protec­ 
tions that unions have brought to workers. 
Collective bargaining is an essential feature of 
the economic system. The unions are certainly 
entitled to fair return and support for the bene­ 
fits they bring: hence the free riders should be 
required to pay for what they get. 
DIRKSEN FILIBUSTER 
Another aspect of the right-to-work laws is 
inequitable. Insofar as they maintain a com­ 
petitive differential between states with them 
and without them they work an injustice. But 
this situation is becoming less and less im­ 
portant. Labor is far from weak in many of 
the states with right-to-work laws. And some 
of these states are in areas which need help 
of one kind or another to provide employment. 
January is a very hard time to start and win 
a filibuster. Yet Sen. Everett McKinley Dirksen 
(R) of Illinois is given more than an even 
chance of winning his battle. His prospects 
are a measure of the division within the Demo­ 
cratic Party, and the cleavage between industrial 
and agrarian states. 
Labor’s prime argument in the battle starting 
this week is that to prevent a measure from 
coming to a vote is undemocratic. So it is. 
The filibuster is one of the checks which 
have grown up against the tyranny of the ma­ 
jority. The means of overriding it has been estab­ 
lished; a two-thirds majority. These are not in 
sight in the Senate. 
It will be a fight in which victory for either 
side will have its penalties.

WASHINGTON — The intent of 
the Foreign Agents Registra­ 
tion Act is to give full pub­ 
licity to anyone representing a 
foreign government and what 
they do. There is nothUig illegal 
about acting as a foreign agent 
as long as the American people 
are informed of the fact. 
Sen. Tom Dodd, D-Conn., knew 
this because he once registered 
as an agent for the govern­ 
ment of Guatemala between his 
service in the House of Rep­ 
resentatives and the U.S. Sen­ 
ate. He knows therefore that 
when he gives speeches Ut the 
Senate ghost-written for him 
by Maj. Gen. Julius Klein, a 
$ 150,000 agent for West German 
interests, the public is entitled 
to know it. 
The public is also entitled to 
know of Sen. Dodd's other op­ 
erations, 
No ordinary senator, Dodd was 
chosen 
to nominate 
Lyndon 
Johnson tor president against 
Kennedy in 1960. Four years 
later, as the competition for 
vice president narrowed down, 
Hubert Humphrey and Tom Dodd 
both flew to the Atlantic City 
convention for tile final selec­ 
tion as LBJ's running mate. 
The silver-haired Dodd is also 
the image of what a senator 
>ught to look like. His classic 
countenance resem bles a bust 
of Caesar suddenly come alive. 
Gen. Klein couldn't have picked 
a more impressive errand boy, 
and to called on him repeated­ 
ly. Last year, for example, he 
asked Dodd to stir up trouble 
at the Justice Department for 
a competitor. 
KLEIN-DODD PLOT 
“ I am enclosing," Klein wrote 
to Dodd, Feb. 
12, 1965, “ a 
photostatic copy of the regis­ 
tration statement filed by a 
disgruntled competitor, Edwin 
Hartrich of Duesseldorf, Ger­ 
many. 
“ iou will recall you told me 
that you would write to the 
’ 
went of Justice to find 
out why Hartrich didn't regis­ 
te r in March of 1962. 
“ Hartrich did not register un­ 
til December, 1963, when he 
was forced to do so almost 


two years after his alleged a s­ 
signment for Dr. Erich Monde 
(then German vice chancellor). 
Mr. Hartrich is one of those 
who was most active. . . . in 
campaigning against my busi­ 
ness here in Germany. 
“ I wonder if you have now writ­ 
ten to the Department of Justice 
inquiring why Hartrich was per­ 
mitted to act as a foreign agent 
without registering until finally 
forced to do so in December, 
and whether any disciplinary 
action has i>een taken against 
him. 
“ I think this move would do 
a lot to clear up the matter, 
and you were good enough to 
tell me that you would do it." 
DODD TOUTS KLEIN 
In 1961 and again in 1964, 
Dodd touted Klein for mem­ 
bership on the American Battle 
Monuments Commission. But 
each time the honor went to 
another. 
Having missed the opt*i. .w..uy 
to serve his country bi the mat­ 
ter of battle monuments, Klebi 
sought an appointment in 1962 
to the U.S. Advisor*' Commis­ 
sion on Information. 
“ I am sure you will want to 
add 
your endorsement," he 
wrote to Dodd on July 14. * But 
what 
is 
more 
impu* I sui 11 
couldn't you take this up per­ 
sonally with President Kennedy 
and with Lyndon Johnson so that 
we do not lose this opportunity 
by default, as happened last 
tim e?" 
When this appointment, too, 
passed him by, he wrote bit­ 
terly to Dodd; “ You know, Tom, 
friendship is a two-way street. 
I don't blame you for what hap­ 
pened, but what I am more dis­ 
appointed in is that I didn't 
hear from you at all, either 
way." 
Dodd replied tesiuyj ’*» did 
what I said I would do, but I 
am sure you will under<Horvi 
that I cannot g u a r a n i any per­ 
form ance." 
Still sulking, Klein wrote back: 
“ Tom, I never expected veil to 
guarantee any perform ance.. . . 
Anyhow, this is water o v er 
dam ." 
KLEIN’S MQ.ITARY RECORD 


Even more important manual - 
tie monuments to Julius Klein 
was his military standing. He 
insisted upon being addressed 
as "G eneral," his rank in the 
Illinois National Guard, and he 
is proud of his World War n 
record as commander of the 
23rd 
Quarterm aster 
Truck 
Regiment 
But there was a blot, it de­ 
veloped, on his military career. 
As a young man, he had fibbed 
about his age. His Army file 
gave his birth date as Sept. 
5, 1895 -• six years earlier 
than the true date. 
This small untruth was al­ 
lowed to stand until the Army 
sought to retire him from the 
reserves for being over age. 
Klein hastily requested that the 
record be corrected to show 
his birth date as Sept. 5, 1901. 
He was shattered when the 
Army made the correction but 
accompanied it with a letter of 
reprim and. Dutifully, Dodd in­ 
tervened for him at the Penta­ 
gon, and the tarnish was re ­ 
moved from Klein's brass hat. 


DODD'S SECRET LETTER 
Far more shattering, however, 
was the Senate investigation in 
1963-64 of Klein's activities 
as a forlegn agent. When his 
industrial clients began can­ 
celing their contracts, Klein 
not only rushed over to West 
Germany but sent for Dodd to 
come help him im press the 
clients. 
Dodd readily agreed, but he 
had one misgiving. 
" I have been thinking about 
th is," he wrote to Klein in 
Germany on February 14, 1964, 
“ and I believe that I might be 
more successful with the people 
in Germany if I talk to them 
alone. I don't think it is at all 
necessary for you to accompany 
me, and there is a chance that 
it might be misunderstood. 
"You know how anxious la m 
to help you, and it is for this 
reason that I want to present 
your case in the best possible 
light." 
Later Dodd made a remarkable 
mission to Germany on behalf 
of a registered foreign agent.

Rejected because of racially mixed blood, and living in squalid 
poverty, Martin could have found little basis for faith. Yet from an eau-, age his love of 
people and love of service sustain rd him 
At the age of 12 he was apprenticed to 6 surgeon; his life ambition was to hen' At 1$ 
h e received the Holy habit of a Dominican tertiary or helper. Later h e became o lay 
Brother of the First Order of St Dominic and spent the rest of his life healing the sick, 
both physical and spiritual. No one called on him in vain, rich or poor, learned or ignorant, 
convict or citizen red, black or white. They were all alike to him. His great pity for the ill 
and underprivileged and his passion for social justice has become known throughout the 
world. In 1939 on the Third Centenary of his death, the president of Peru decreed: "That 
Blessed Martin de Porres be considered Patron . . . of all works of social justice in Peru." 
He has been called "the Saint of Universal Brotherhood."

H A Y T I -- The announcement 
this week that a large indus­ 
try w ill be established on the 
M ississippi 
rive r 
upstream 
from Caruthersville, which has 
prospects of employing from 
1,500 to 2,000, came as a sur­ 
prise. 
Citizens of the Bootheel are 
aware that such industries are 
sorely 
needed in the region 
to 
provide more employment 
opportunities for 
the people. 
This industry, to l>e known as 
the Caruthersville Shipbuilding 
Company, will be in the field of 
manufacturing steel 
barges, 
many of the ocean-going type, 
which can be moved downstream 
from 
this point quite easily. 
The 
parent 
company is the 
St. 
Louis Ship-building Fed­ 
eral 
Barge, Inc., 
which has 
manufacturing plants 
in 
St. 
Louis and also in Paducah, Ky. 
Both plants are operating at 
capacity and the company still 
had such a backlog of orders 
that 
an additional 
plant was 
deemed necessary. 
The company builds tow boats 
--the power unit that pushes the 
barges--and operates a barge- 
line. 
To ixiint up why this company 
is expanding, we would like to 
refer our readers to an article 
in the February issue of The 
Reader’s Digest, titled “ Busi­ 
ness Booms on the W aterways.” 
F o r those who don’t have ac­ 
cess to the magazine, P ll give 
here a few excerpts from the 
article: 
. The w aterway s are flour­ 
ishing as never liefore. Traffic 
on the M ississippi River sy stem 
has nearly doubled in the last 
15 years In 1964 the Ohio River 
alone carried 12 million more 
tons 
of freight 
than did the 
Panama canal I ive cattle from

ranches, 
boatloads of

wine are among the cargoes that 
made up the 457 million tons 
hauled on the waterways in 19C4 
“ During 
the last 15 years, 
close to 5.900 new or expanded 
industrial 
facilities, 
with

value estimated at $107 billion, 
have.' !»een built on the water­ 
ways. 
Industrial 
complexes 
creating thousands of jnl s and 
vast tax revenue*, have sprun 
up 
in une\jtectt-*d 
place*— on 
riv e rs as widely separated as 
the Columbia and the Chatta­ 
hoochee, the Sacramento and the 
Mon. ohahela. 
“ The space program is adding, 
to 
the rive r boom 
Not long 
ago a crowd gathered on the 
high levee at Cairo, Dl , to w atch 
a barge bring a giant Saturn 
rocket around the final lx-nd of 
the Ohio and into the M ississip­ 
pi. The space vehicle, designed 
to leave the earth at 100 miles 
a minute en route to the moon, 
wa s making its only trip on earth 
at 10 m iles jter hour 
“ All the manned-space-flight 
installations are on the water­ 
ways. E\en the rocket fuel is 
irought by water 
One special 
barge keeps hydrogen liquefied 
at 
423 degrees 
below 
zero. 
Others carry *lox’ --liquid oxy- 
gen--at minus 297 degrees.. ” 
Thus, the St. Louis company is 
only 
following the 
nation.il 
trend. Work has already started 
on preparing the ground for the 
new 
plant 
at 
Caruthersville, 
and expectations are that pro­ 
duction should start before June 
1. 
Around 100 workers will be 
needed at the 
start and the 
company plans to train its own, 
the officials having told Mayor 
B . F. Rogers of Caruthersville 
that 
they are 
not interested 
In having any federal agency do 
the training for them. 
He said, however, that most 
employes will be referred to 
the company by the Missouri 
Employment Service office in 
Caruthersville. 
A 
number of 
key personnel will move to Ca­ 
ruthersville. 
How this major industry was 
brought 
to Caruthersville in 
spite of strong comp titionfrom 
Osceola, Ark., and Memphis, 
Tenn., makes interesting read­ 
ing, especially to Bootheel c iti­ 
zens concerned with regional 
industrial promotion. 
I recall some years back when 
we thought we had a good in­ 
dustry engaged in the manu­ 
facturer of corduroy fabrics 
ready to locate in Pemiscot 
county only to have Osceola 
latch on to it. They are tough 
competition down there. 
The original contact with the 
St. Louis firm was made some 
two years ago by Baxter South­ 
ern of Caruthersville, a suc­ 
cessful businessman who oper­ 
ates his own riv e r barge com­ 
pany which has offices In C a­ 
ruthersville 
and 
Memphis, 
Tenn. 
Through long association with 
the 
St. 
Louis 
barge-building 
company, he knew of their ex­ 
pansion plans in advance, and 
was on them to locate a plant 
at Caruthersville. 
As he stated the other day, 
“ You can lead a horse to water 
but vou can’t always make him 
drink.’’ He was successful in 


getting the top officials to come 
to Caruthersville to look over 
the proposed site for the plant, 
the 
delegation including 
the 
president of the company, H. T. 
Pott. Southern stated that other 
citizens of Caruthersville w'ere 
needed to sell the company on 
locating In that community. 
M ayor Rogers of Caruthers­ 
ville, a super-salesman on in­ 
dustrial development projects 
in his town, went to work on 
the St. Louisians, along with 
Southern, 
Ed 
Jam es, 
Carl 
Bloker, George Glozier, and the 
Caruthersville 
City 
Council, 
and other citizens. 
The mayor said that when the 
discussions started its 10-day 
course he was prepared to of­ 
fer the company $250,000 from 
a factory building revenue bond 
issue, but they didn’t want it. 
They intended to spend their 
own 
money. 
“ So the way it 
caine out,’’ Rogers said, “ all 
we 
need is about $20,000 of 
Caruthersville city funds 
to 
extend water and sewerage fa­ 
cilitie s and a 
street 
to the 
plant.” 
Rogers also said that there 
was quite a bit of discussion 
on whether there was enough 
population in the region to fur­ 
nish the labor for such a fast- 
expandim: 
plant, 
but 
he 
and 
others assured the St Louisians 
that there is. He said he showed 
them 
how workers from am 
point in Pemiscot County, for 
example, c ould drive to a C a­ 
ruthersville plant in less time 
than St. Louis workers could to 
the company’s plant there 
Anyway, after the recent solid 
10 
days of conference's, the 
company 
signed up to buy a 
40-acre 
site 
with H.000 feet 
ol rive r frontage at Caruthers- 
vllle. and that secured the new 
industry lor the Bootheel. 
Rogers had 
applied sim ilar 
civic salesmanship in the move

are expanding our services to 
a wider variety of people in one 
of these columns.

give you a 
specific example as to how this 
improved service can 
benefit 
local people. 
In the previous article, 
I 
explained that 
this improved 
service had been made possible 
by a combination of the Co­ 
operative 
Extension Service, 
commonly 
known as the A gri­ 
cultural Extension Service, and 
the General Extension Service 
into the University of Missou­ 
r i 
Extension 
Division. This 
was done in order to make the 
total 
resources of the 
Uni­ 
versity 
available to 
people 
throughout the 
state. 
As you 
know, the Cooperative Exten­ 
sion Service is commonly known 
for it’ s county agents and home 
a i>nts who have traditionally 
worked out of the County Ex­ 
tension 
Office 
to 
serve p ri­ 
marily 
rural people. 
The 
General Extension Service has 
operated from the University of 
Missouri Campus at Columbia 
to serve a wide variety 
of 
people from various walks of 
life. This has been done through 
credit 
courses, 
commonly 
known 
as Extension Courses 
1 eld throughout the state, short- 
c o u r se s and conferences usual- 
ly held «>n a state or district 
basis, 
and 
correspondence 
courses 
taken 
by mail. 
As 
you probably 
know the 
Uni­ 
versity of Missouri now con­ 
sist. 
of 
four campuses in- 
( 
: ling one at Holla, one 
at 
Kansas City, and one in 
St. 
I ouis in addition to the 
Uni- 
. ersity of Missouri at Colum­ 
bia. The Extension Service is 
now getting geared up to make 
the 
resources ot all campus 
available to people throughout 
the state. 
A few weeks ago we 
were 


contacted by school representa­ 
tives in regard to the organiza­ 
tion 
of a 
credit course 
In 
Remedial Reading for 
the 
benefit of teachers in 
the 
county. 
Reports 
from school 
officials 
indicate that 
this 
course is needed quite badly 
m mr' 
hods. In response 
to t. 
iv juest, we sent 
a 
summery letter to all schools 
in the county to determine just 
how many teachers would be 
interested in taking such 
a 
course. Our summery returns 
indicated that 25 teachers would 
be interested. Incidentally, 
20 
persons are required before an 
Extension course will be of. 
fered. After we had determined 
that sufficient interest 
was ap­ 
parent, we scheduled an organi­ 
zation meeting and asked 
the 
Extension Teaching Department 
at the University to assist us in 
organizing this course. A total 
of 35 teachers from Bloomfield, 
Dexter, Beruie, Advance, Bell 
City, Richland and Risco 
en­ 
rolled in the course 
at this 
meeting. A qualified instruc­ 
tor who has been approved by 
the Extension Division and the 
College 
of Education at the 
University 
has 
been engaged 
to teach the course, and the 
first class session was 
held 
last Monday night at the Bloom­ 
field High School. Through the 
provision of 
this course, the 
teachers enrolled can obtain 
credit which some of 
them 
can use toward advanced de­ 
g r e e s or teacher qualifications. 
They will also receive training 
which

make them more 
proficient in teaching reading 
to their students.

HAYTI -- Tile announcement 
this week that a large indus­ 
try will be established on the 
Mississippi 
river 
upstream 
from Caruthersville, which has 
prospects of employing from 
1,500 to 2,000, came as a sur­ 
prise. 
Citizens of the Bootheel are 
aware that such Industries are 
sorely needed in the region 
to provide more employment 
opportunities for the people. 
This industry, to lie known as 
the Caruthersville Shipbuilding 
Company, will be In the field of 
manufacturing steel 
barges, 
many of die ocean-going type, 
which can be moved downstream 
from this point quite easily. 
The parent company Is the 
St. Louis Ship-building Fed­ 
eral Barge, Inc., which has 
manufacturing plants in 
St. 
Louis and also in Paducah, Kv. 
Both plants are operating at 
capacity and the company still 
had such a backlog of orders 
that an additional plant was 
deemed necessary. 
The company builds tow boats 
--the power unit thatpushesthe 
barges--and operates a barge- 
line. 
To point up why this company 
is expanding, we would like to 
refer our readers to an article 
in the February issue of Hie 
Reader’s Digest, titled “ Busi­ 
ness Booms on the Waterways.” 
For those who don’t have ac­ 
cess to the magazine. PII give 
here a few excerpts from Hie 
article: 
. The waterways are flour­ 
ishing as never before. Traffic- 
on the M ississippi River s\ stem 
has nearly doubled Iii the last 
15 years In 19G4 the Oil lo River 
alone carried 12 million more 
tons of freight than did the* 
Panama c anal. Live cattle from 
Texas ranches, Ixiatloads of 
brake fluid, antifreeze, fertiliz­ 
e r. coal, m olasses, grain and 
wine are amongthecargoesth.it 
made up the 457 million tons 
hauled on the waterways in 19C4 
“ During the last 15 years, 
close to 5,900 new or expanded 
Industrial 
facilities, 
with 
a 
value estim ated at SIO" billion, 
have In-ell built on the water­ 
ways. 
Industrial 
complexes 
creating thousands of jobs and 
vast tax revenues have sprung 
up in unexjierted places--on 
rivers as widelv separated as 
the Columbia and the Chatta­ 
hoochee, the Sacramento and the 
Mon. olta bel a. 
“ The space program is adding 
to the river boom. Not lone 
ago a crowd gathered on du­ 
llish levee at Cairo, OI., ta watch 
a barse brin.' a giant Saturn 
rocket around the final l*nd of 
the Ohio and into the M ississip­ 
pi. The space vehicle, designed 
to leave the earth at IOO milos 
a minute en route to the moon, 
wa s making its oui v trip on earth 
at IO m iles per hour 
“ All the manned-space-flight 
installations are on the water­ 
ways. Even the rocket fuel Is 
n ought by water One special 
narge keeps hydrogen liquefied 
at 423 degrees below zero. 
Others carry ‘lox’--liquid oxy­ 
g e n - ^ minus 297 degrees...” 
Thus, the St. Louis company is 
only 
following the 
national 
trend. Work has already started 
on preparing the ground for Hie 
new plant at Caruthersville, 
and expectations are that pro­ 
duction should start bef ore June 
I. 
Around IOO workers will be 
needed at the start and the 
company plans to train its own, 
the officials having told Mayor 
B. F. Rogers of Caruthersville 
that they are not Interested 
in having any federal agency do 
the training for them. 
He said, however, that most 
employes will be referred to 
the company by the Missouri 
Employment Service office In 
Caruthersville. A number of 
key personnel will move to Ca­ 
ruthersville. 
How this major Industry was 
brought 
to Caruthersville In 
spite of strong comr tltlon from 
Osceola, Ark., and Memphis, 
Term, makes interesting read­ 
ing, especially to Bootheel citi­ 
zens concerned with regional 
industrial promotion. 
I recall some years back when 
we thought we had a good In­ 
dustry engaged in the manu­ 
facturer of corduroy fabrics 
ready to locate in Pemiscot 
county only to have Osceola 
latch on to It. They are tough 
competition down there. 
The original contact with the 
St Louis firm was made some 
two years ago by Baxter South­ 
ern of Caruthersville, a suc­ 
cessful businessman who oper­ 
ates his own river barge com­ 
pany which has offices in Ca­ 
ruthersville 
and 
Memphis, 
Tenn. 
Through long association with 
the St. Louis barge-building 
company, he knew of their ex­ 
pansion plans In advance, and 
was on them to locate a plant 
at Caruthersv Ule. 
As he stated the other day, 
“ You can lead a horse to water 
but vuu can't always make him 
drink.’’ He was successful In 


getting the top officials to come 
to Caruthersville to look over 
the proposed site for the plant, 
the delegation including 
the 
president of the company, H. T. 
Pott. Southern stated that other 
citizens of Caruthersville were 
needed to sell the company on 
locating in that community. 
Mayor Rogers of Caruthers­ 
ville, a super-salesman on in­ 
dustrial development projects 
in his town, went to work on 
the St. Louisians, along with 
Southern, 
Ed 
Jam es, 
Carl 
Bloker, George d o zier, and the 
Caruthersville 
City 
Council, 
and other citizens. 
The mayor said that when the 
discussions started its 10-day 
course he was prepared to of­ 
fer the company $250,000 from 
a factory building revenue bond 
issue, but they didn’t want it, 
They intended to spend Hieir 
own money. “ So the way it 
carne out,” Rogers said, “ all 
we need Is about $20,000 of 
Caruthersville city funds 
to 
extend water and sewerage fa­ 
cilities and a street to the 
plant.” 
Rogers also said that there 
was quite a bit of discussion 
on whether there was enough 
population in the region to fur­ 
nish the hit*or for such a fast- 
expanding plant, but he and 
others assured the St. Louisians 
that there is He sa id he showed 
them how workers from tun 
point in Pemiscot County, for 
example, could drive to a Ca­ 
ruthersville plant in less time 
than St. Louis workers could to 
tin* company’s plant there 
Anyway, after the recent solid 
IO days of conferences, the 
company signed up to buy a 
40-acre site with 8,000 feet 
of river frontage at C aruthers­ 
ville. and that secured the new 
industry tor the Bootheel, 
Rogers had applied sim ilar 
civil- salesmanship in the move 
to bring the Colson nu tai wheel 
goods factory to C aruthers­ 
ville, which has so far had a 
successful operation there pro­ 
viding a minder of additional 
joes tor people of the area. 
He said that he and other civic 
leaders in Caruthersville are 
currently “ working on some 
other Industries.” a withe loca­ 
tion of tfir barge-buildlug com­ 
pany there should have quite .1 
bit ut influence nu tlu'iu 
bi 
conneetion with the Colson ta* - 
tory, lie t«>*d .his column tli.it 
Caruthersville r«*<«>i\cd “ ab­

IF YOU HAVE THE IMPRESSION that your 
parents, your teachers, and your relatives are 
pushing you toward college, you are probably 
right. 
Almost 
everyone realizes the importance of 
furthering 
his education after high school. 
Never 
before has a college education been so 
readily available and so important — for one’s 
own personal pleasure and for the welfare of 
society. 
Almost anyone can go to college, but some stu­ 
dents miss a higher education for some “ avoid­ 
able” reason. 
Some of these reasons are failing to take the 
prerequisite academic courses, coasting along 
with “ just passing” grades because they don’t 
feel like working or don’t want to be called a 
“ brain” 
by the crowd, failing to investigate 
the possibilieies of loans or scholarships, or 
feeling frightened of the responsibility of man­ 
aging their own life and problems.

Another side to this picture is that some 
teens are not suited for college and the aca­ 
demic pressures involved 
These students will take responsible jobs and 
become important citizens soon after gradua­ 
tion.

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Mencken Recalled 
As Kind Person 


BALTIMORE, Md. AP - - Ten 
years 
ago today, the “ Home 
Boobiens" of the country could 
breathe a little easier: H. L. 
Mencken was dead at 76. 
The “ Bad Boy of Baltim ore" 
had left an indelible mark on 
Am erican journalism,philology 
and criticism . 
His work had included such 
varied successes as the schol­ 
arly “ American Language" to 
such light prose as “ The Bath­ 
tub Hoax." 
Mencken's 
American 
Lan­ 
guage was a landmark, a heavy 
tome, uncharacteristically aca­ 
demic and years in the writing. 
It is considered an unsurpassed 
language reference even today. 
In the “ Hoax," Mencken fab­ 
ricated a tongue-in-cheek essay 
on the 1840 invention of the 
bathtub in Cincinnati, Ohio, and 
its subsequent use in the White 
House in 1851. So convincingly 
done 
was the spoof that it 
'gained wide credence, finding 
its way into scholarly journals 
and lectures - - t o Mencken's 
delight. 
Mencken was almost as much 
of an attraction at the Scopes 
monkey trial as defense attor­ 
ney Clarence Darrow and pros­ 
ecutor William Jennings Bryan. 
He covered the trial for his 
paper, the Baltim ore Evening 
Sun, in 1925. 
Later, 
the 
“ Sage 
of B alti­ 
m ore" penned these lines of de­ 
fense of prim ates: 
“ A gorilla, true enough, can­ 
not write poetry, but if it could 
only speak English it could be 
made 
into a competent train 
conductor or congressman in 30 
days." 
Author and Mencken protege 
Gerald W. Johnson, feels that 
Mencken will be remembered 


longest for his “ Happy D ays" 
and 
“ Newspaper 
D ays," de­ 
scribing, said Johnson, “ A B al­ 
tim ore after the turn of the cen­ 
tury through the eyes of a young 
newspaperman -- a Baltim ore 
which has already vanished.. . " 
Johnson 
said Mencken, 
con­ 
trary to what many scholars 
feel, was not really the vitriolic 
type he liked to portray himself, 
“ but, in fact, a sentim entalist-- 
a very kind person." 
Mencken liked nothing better 
than to cause a bitter contro­ 
versy 
— 
“ Stirring up 
the 
anim als" - - and 
the 
most 
famous instance of this came as 
a result of a story he published 
in the American M ercury, then 
under 
his 
editorship 
with 
George Jean Nathan, about a 
prostitute who operated from a 
cem etery. 
The Boston Watch and Ward 
Society 
banned 
the 
edition. 
Mencken went to Boston and-- 
to the glee of hundreds of on- 
looking Harvard students and 
much of the rest of flapper-era 
Am erica - - sold a copy of the 
magazine to the chairman of the 
society on Brimstone Corner. 
The courts shortly vindicated 
Mencken and made him even 
more of a celebrity. 
Mencken was 
so 
delighted 
with 
Sinclair Lewis' Babbitt 
that 
he began to coin a few 
nicknames of his own: “ Home 
Boobiens," 
“ Boobs," “ Wow­ 
s e r s ," and 
“ Boobus 
A m eri- 
canu s." 
William Schmick J r ., publish­ 
er of the Baltimore Sunpapers, 
knew 
Mencken 
and 
admired 
him. Said Schmick: 
“ The 
country needed him -- 
particularly in his role as a 
debunker and stimulator 
of

AP Business News Analyst 
NEW YORK (AP) — Changing 
the government's policy from a 
goal of stimulating a lagging 
economy to restraining a go-go 
one isn't always as easy or ef­ 
fective as it sounds. But this 
time 
government 
economists 
and fiscal experts are using 
what they call new methods and 
better 
understanding of what 
makes the economy tick. 
And they liave a big talking 
point: a five-year record that 
bears all the outward signs of 
success. 
Using 
tax 
cuts and pump 
priming as pep pills has been 
tried many times before. Using 
increased tax collections and 
tighter 
money as a curb on 
speculation has, too. In many 
instances in the past the govern­ 
ment action has lagged so far 
behind the business cycle as to 
be of little help, and sometimes 
a hindrance. 
One reason has been that the 
government policy makers got 
around to it too late. Another 
was that Congress took toolong 
to make the changes. 
The new economists say they 
are right on the ball now. And 
Congress may move fast out of 
respect for the record of the last 
five years. 
From 1961 to the summer of 
1965 the economic and fiscal 
policies of the government were 
aimed at building up demand 
for goods and services and spur­ 
ring economic 
growth. More 
money was pumped 
into the 
economy 
by the 
government 
spending than taken out by tax 
collections. 
In 1964 and 1965 taxes were 
cut for individuals and corpora* 
tions. It all added up to more 
money to spend. And all hands 
spent more. Business boomed 
and jobs multiplied. 
Inflation was avoided for sev­ 
eral reasons: As long as unem­ 
ployment was high, wage de­ 
mands were moderate and job 
security the prime union goal. 
Idle plant facilities kept com­ 
petition keen and prices down. 
Automation meant more units of 
production per man-hour of la- 
bor and held costs down. Con­ 
sumer demand—and confidence 
— grew along with the economy 
but 
there were 
still 
enough 
goods for everyone to buy. 
A change became evident last 
sum m er. The economy was ex­ 
panding faster than any one had 
expected. Idle plant capacity 
shrank. 
The 
jobless 
rate 
dropped. Productivity from new 
equipment wasn't rising as fast 
as 
before. Wholesale prices, 
long stable, started moving up 
fast. The consumer price index 
rose sharply toward the end of 
1965. And the buildup in the Viet 
Nam 
war foretold increased 
spending, greater demand for 
m aterials that go into both mili­ 
tary and civilian products, a 
callup of more youths at the age 
they enter the labor force. 
The economy was boiling up 
fast under the lid of capacity 
and supply. The trick was to 
keep the lid from popping off 
but at the same time keep the 
economy just hot enough for 
everyone's taste. 
The new economists say the 
government can handle this.

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Mencken Recalled 
As Kind Person 


BALTIMORE, Md. AP — Ten 
years ago today, the “ Home 
Boobiens” of the country could 
breathe a little easier: H. L. 
Mencken was dead at 76. 
The “ Bad Boy of Baltimore0 
had left an indelible mark on 
American journalism, philology- 
and criticism . 
His work had included such 
varied successes as the schol­ 
arly “ American Language0 to 
such light prose as “ The Bath­ 
tub Hoax.0 
Mencken's 
American 
Lan­ 
guage was a landmark, a heavy 
tome, uncharacteristically aca­ 
demic and years in the writing. 
It is considered an unsurpassed 
language reference even today. 
In the “ Hoax," Mencken fab­ 
ricated a tongue-in-cheek essay 
on the 1840 invention of the 
bathtub in Cincinnati, Ohio, and 
its subsequent use in the White 
House in 1851. So convincingly 
done 
was the spoof that it 
'gained wide credence, finding 
its way into scholarly journals 
and lectures - - t o Mencken’s 
delight. 
Mencken was almost as much 
of an attraction at the Scopes 
monkey trial as defense attor­ 
ney Clarence Darrow and pros­ 
ecutor William Jennings Bryan. 
He covered the trial for his 
paper, the Baltimore Evening 
Sun, in 1925. 
Later, the “ Sage of Balti­ 
more” penned these lines of de­ 
fense of primates: 
“ A gorilla, true enough, can­ 
not write poetry, but if it could 
only speak English it could be 
made into a competent train 
conductor or congressman in 30 
days.” 
Author and Mencken protege 
Gerald W. Johnson, feels that 
Mencken will be remembered 


longest for his “ Happy Days” 
and “ Newspaper Days,” de­ 
scribing, said Johnson, “ A Bal­ 
timore after the turn of the cen­ 
tury through the eyes of a young 
newspaperman -- a Baltimore 
which has already vanished...” 
Johnson said Mencken, con­ 
trary to what many scholars 
feel, was not really the vitriolic 
type he liked to portray himself, 
“ but, in fact, a sentim entalist~ 
a very kind person.” 
Mencken liked nothing better 
than to cause a bitter contro­ 
versy — “ Stirring up 
the 
animals” -- and 
the 
most 
famous instance of this came as 
a result of a story he published 
in the American Mercury, then 
under 
his 
editorship 
with 
George Jean Nathan, about a 
prostitute who operated from a 
cemetery. 
The Boston Watch and Ward 
Society 
banned 
the 
edition. 
Mencken went to Boston and— 
to the glee of hundreds of on­ 
looking Harvard students and 
much of the rest of flapper-era 
America -- sold a copy of the 
magazine to the chairman of the 
society on Brimstone Corner. 
The courts shortly vindicated 
Mencken and made him even 
more of a celebrity. 
Mencken was 
so 
delighted 
with 
Sinclair Lewis* Babbitt 
that he began to coin a few 
nicknames of his own: “ Home 
Boobiens,” “ Boobs,” “ Wow­ 
se rs,” and 
“ Boobus Ameri- 
canus.” 
William Schmick J r., publish­ 
e r of the Baltimore Sunpapers, 
knew 
Mencken 
and admired 
him. Said Schmick: 
“ The 
country needed him— 
particularly in his role as a 
debunker and stimulator 
of 
thought.”

NEW YORK (AP) —Changing 
the government’s policy from a 
goal of stimulating a lagging 
economy to restraining a go-go 
one isn’t always as easy or ef­ 
fective as it sounds.

Con­ 
sumer demand—and confidence

goods for everyone to buy. 
A change became evident last 
sum m er. The economy was ex­ 
panding faster than any one had 
expected.

Productivity from new 
equipment wasn't rising as hist 
as before. Wholesale prices, 
long stable, started moving up 
fast.

And the buildup in the Viet 
Nam war foretold increased 
spending, greater demand for 
m aterials that go into both mili­ 
tary and civilian products, a 
callup of more youths at the age 
they enter Ute labor force. 
Hie economy was boiling up 
fast under the lid of capacity 
and supply, The trick was to 
keep the lid from popping off 
but at the same time keep the 
economy just hot enough for 
everyone’s taste.

NEW YORK (AP) — Labor 
leader Michael J. Quill liked to 
think of himself as an Irish 
ogre,' a sort of “ elder statesman 
of public monsters.” 
His favorite spot was in the 
midst of a storm, oftentimes 
whipped up by his own collikcy 
temperament. 
His career led him from the 
Irish rebellion as a teen-ager 
down into the subway tunnels 
cut through Manhattan’s rocky 
foundation, then up to lead the 
subway workers into the power­ 
ful A FL-CIO Transport Work­ 
ers Union. 
Through it all, like a dyspep­ 
tic leprachaun, Quill wielded his 
tongue like his ever-present 
blackthorn 
stick.

charm a friend — or tear the 
hide off an opponent with his 
acid wit. 
He was roly-poly, hada fringe 
of gray hair around his told 
’head, and peered at the world 
through horn-rimmed glasses. 
In a dozen cliffhanging con­

Quill 
had 
threatened to lead his tneruliers 
into strike. Hut he never did 
until this year. 
Three days after he called the 
New Year’s Day walkout of bus 
and subway workers in New’ 
York City, he was stricken at 
the civil jail. He and eight other 
union leaders had been takeu 
there under arrest for defying a 
State Supreme Court injunction 
prohibiting the strike. 
Tile strike lasted 12 days and 
cost the city an estimated bil­ 
lion dollars. Quill was released 
from custody at Bellevue Hospi­ 
tal and vowed to be around for 
many more contract negotia­ 
tions. 
Death overtook tile fiery labor 
leader Friday at the age of 60. 
He died in his 37th-floor apart­ 
ment at 15 E. 72nd St. 
Dr. Hyman Zuc kerman, his 
personal physician, said Quill 
died at 5:40 p.m. of a coronary 
occlusion.
